POTATOES AND CORN EOR SEED. 

Three years since, a farmer in the valley of the 
Kennebec received of Edmund Lincoln, of Den- 
nysville, Washington county, Maine, and Wm. 
D. Dana, of Perry, same county, a new variety 
of potatoes. Both gentlemen are well known to 
the public as of the highest respectability in the 
scale of moral worth and scientific and practical 
farming. They said of these potatoes, that they 
were the best variety known to them, the White 
Blue Nose not excepted, which, by the way, is a 
favorite kind in all our Atlantic markets from 
Eastport to New Orleans. 

This potato has proved all that it was recom- 
mended and more, for it proves the best for next 
summer’s use, holding hard and fresh, and cook- 
ing dry and mealy, after most other varieties are 
soft and insipid to the taste. Are about medium 
as to earliness; should be planted early, on dry, 
new land, without animal manure. 

Early in August of, last year, the rust killed 
all potatoes dead in this vicinity; and this crop, 
being late planted, was struck when about half 
grown, which injures the quality for table use 
but not for seed. 

Corn rrom Mapawaska, Aroostook Co. This 
is the earliest field variety known to us by at 
least two weeks, and the smallest stalk for the 
size of the ear, consequently will bear thicker 
planting ; or, if beans, pumpkins, or turnips are 
to be planted with the corn, it gives more space 
for sunshine and circulation of air to mature 
these several crops. 

Now it may be that most farmers have as good 
or better varieties of seeds than the above men- 
tioned, but as facts and improvements are arrived 
at by experiment, should any of my agricultural 
brethren choose to try a small parcel, it will only 
cost them the trouble and expense of cultivation, 
and if satisfactory, they will have a little seed for 
another year—otherwise there will be no great 
loss in letting the pigs finish the experiment.

THAT GROUND CHERRY. 

Mr. Eprror :—In the Farmer of March 19, is 
an article on the Ground Cherry, and though it 
sounds very much like a great fish story, that a 
single cherry should yield seed enough to pro- 
duce from one to four barrels; yet whether it 
will produce this in one or twenty years your 
deponent saith not. I should be glad of a little 
more information about this fruit. If it will 
make good pies, puddings, and preserves, and 
good wine, to boot, we, here in Piscataquis, are 
up to all these things, and shall certainly be in 
for the cultivation of the ground cherry, if the 
seeds can be obtained at any reasonable trouble 
and expense. As Dr. Ames’ agent will probably 
‘‘frisk about so that me no count him,”’ can’t 
you inform us whether we can write to any one 
in this State and obtain some seed by mail, at a 
fair price? And we wish to know something of 
the mode of cultivation, and whether it takes one 
year or more to obtain the fruit. Assor. 


Note. The notice of the ‘“‘ground cherry”’ to 
which our correspondent alludes, has made quite 
a ripple in cherrydom. Some have called the 
fruit a “‘humbug,’’ and some have called it a 
nuisance, and some say it is all that it is “‘crack- 
ed up”’ to be. Now our motto is ‘‘prove all things 
and hold fast that which is good.”’ 

In conversation with those who have raised 
this fruit, we learn that it is probably one of the 
tomato tribe of plants, (solanum,) and has been 
raised by some as the ‘‘Strawberry tomato,’’ that 
it is an annual, that the fruit ripens on its stalks 
in succession,—that the seed, when dropped upon 
the ground, retains its vegetating powers all 
winter, and will start up in the spring, and 
when there is thus more of them than you want, 
it becomes a weed, like any other plant out of 
place ; that its flavor varies with the degree of 
maturity it acquires,—that it can be made into 
pies, and puddings, and jellies, and jams, and 
preserves—that some like them thus prepared, 
and some dislike them,—thata wine may be 
made from them which some think a very plea- 
sant and wholesome drink, and some think in- 
sipid, because lacking the ‘‘ding dong’’ of old 
Madeira. Now we say, as we said before,—try 
it, humbug or no humbug. If you can get the 
seed for nothing, try it. If you give a ‘‘quar- 
ter,”’ try it. In either case you will be wiser, 
and none the poorer. ‘Prove all things and 
hold fast that which is good.”’ [Ep.

GRAFTS.---QUERY. 


Dr. Hotues:—I have taken the liberty of writ- 
ing you for some information on grafting. The 
science of raising fruit trees here is yet but in its 
infancy. The principal question I want solved 
is this: Will the scions that are cut and grafted 
the same day be as likely to live as those that 
have been cut some time previously and well kept? 
If you are obliged to cut them any length of 
time, say one to two months previous to grafting, 
what is the best method of keeping them so that 
they will neither mould nor dry up? 

If you will answer these questions through the 
columns of your paper, and give any other hints 
on grafting, you will very much ablige

Nore. Scions cut before the sap starts, and 
immediately grafted, are pretty sure to take, if 
skillfully put in. We have noticed that if cut 
after the sap starts, they are not as sure to start 
as those that were cut previously ; still, we have 
seen scions, cut after the leaf had started, put 
into a stock and live. 

Scions cut and placed on the ground in a cool, 
damp cellar, keep well. They also keep well if 
packed in sand or saw-dust which isa little moist, 
kept cool. We have also preserved them well by 
packing in common plaster of paris ground fine. 
Grafters, who are employed around in orchards, 
keep their scions very well by wrapping them in 
damp cloth, and shutting them in a light box or 
trunk. Ep. 








Neat Cartt.ez require special attention during 
the present month. Cows about to calve should 
have good fodder. If you want fat and thrifty 
calves, they need as much care before they are 
brought into the world as after it. If the time 
is near at hand when any cow in the herd is 
about to ‘‘come in,’”’ separate her from the rest 
and give her good quarters, free from confinement 
of the neck or head. Where cows are stabled, 
accidents in the parturition are frequent, and 
even when at liberty watchfulness should be ex- 
ercised on the part of the farmer. We have 
oftentimes been struck with the policy of those, 
who, having fodder to sell, permit these animals 
to become poor and haggard. The only use of 
keeping cows is for their yield of milk and but- 
ter, and they will be remunerating just in pro- 
portion as they are well provided with the right 
kind of food. 


Leacuep Asus, have been found very valuable 
on land in Long Island. When the sod is turn- 
ed over for corn it is applied on the back of the 
turf, and harrowed in before planting. When 
it is used for wheat, it is spread on and harrow- 
ed in with the seed. The continued application 
of ashes, inlarge quantities, renders land fertile. 
Two or three applications at intervals of three 
or four years, are enough for perhaps a life-time. 

Roses, remember, require a rich bed—and the 
richer it is, the finer and greater the number of 
flowers. Poultry and pigeon dung are good, 80 
is well-rotten cow or horse manure. A thick lay- 
er around the stem, slightly covered, will soon 











show itself in extra fine flowers. 





THE CHINESE SUGAR-OANE. 











CHINESE SUGAR CANE. 

Just as the failure of the sugar crop, in the 
Southern sugar growing region of the United 
States, has brought sugar and molasses up so high | 
in the market, that many a poor Yankee begins 
to feel the loss of his sweetening, the seed of the 
Chinese sugar cane is introduced for trial. 

This seed has been brought into the country 
through the agency of the Patent office, who | 
sent D. J. Browne, Esq., to Europe, to collect) 
such seeds and plants as he might find and deem | 
useful to be introduced among us. In France he) 
found them cultivating this species of cane which 
had been brought from China a few years ago. 
On investigating the subject he became convinced | 
that it might do a great amount of good if cul-| 
tivated in the United States. Seeds were distri-| 
buted from the office last year, and although the 
experiments with it were not of the most sys-| 
tematic kind, they were more successful than’ 
was anticipated. This has awakened the whole | 
country to the subject, and every one is anxious 
to try the experiment of sugar cane culture, if 
they can get a little of the seed. 


Indeed it looks likely now, that the whole 
United States will be dotted over with sugar| 
plantations during the coming summer, of all 
sizes from that of a leather apron, to that of 
thirty, or forty, or an hundred acres. 


A very convenient little manual has been pub- 
lished by John P. Jewett & Co., of Boston, 
written by Jas. F. C. Hyde, of Newton, Mass. 

Mr. Hyde has experimented with this cane. 
We are indebted to Messrs. Jewett & Co. for the 
engraving which we give above of the plant in 
question, and also for the cut of the machine) 














used for crushing the cane, in the operation of 
obtaining the juice previous to evaporating it 
into syrup or sugar. You can obtain this work 
of the publishers for 25 cents, which will make 
you acquainted with the whole art, craft, and 
mystery of raising the cane and manufacturing 
the molasses and sugar from it. 


In addition to the value of it for obtaining a 
supply of the above products, it is said to be one 
of the best fodder crops that can be grown, af- 
fording a large amount of green fodder at a time 
when the grass begins to fail and of which cattle 
and swine are very fond, and that it can be cured 
and used for winter forage. 


To all this some give due credence,—some look 
doubtingly, and some cry out humbug. The 
truth probably lies in the mean, that is, due al- 
lowance must be made on all sides. Even then 
it will be a great acquisition to our crops, and 
its introduction form quite an era in our agricul- 
tural history. To quote Mr. Hyde :— 

‘‘And, then, the seed which it yields so pro- 
fusely possesses all the rich qualities of rice, or 
other grain, to feed out to cattle, swine, or fowls. 


| It would seem to be almost worth growing for 


that alone, as it yields from twenty-five to fifty 
bushels per acre. And, lastly, the fodder which 
must be quite valuable, on account of its con- 
taining so much saccharine matter. It may be 
sown for fodder, like corn, and will give two 
crops; for, unless the season is quite dry it will 
quickly shoot up again after being cut down. 
Or, where grown for sugar, or syrup, the leaves 
and tops of the stalks that are too green to be 
used for sugar-making can be saved for fodder, 
and thus no part of the plant be lost. If desired, 





the brush-top may be used for making brooms. 
Especially would I recommend its trial as a 
green crop for soiling, or for curing, for winter 
feed for cattle ; for I think it will prove far su- 
perior to any and all crops that are now grown 
for that purpose. 

I now propose to give the particulars of my 
own experience during the past season with this 
truly wonderful plant. I received the seed from 
the Patent Office, through my friend, Hon. 
Simon Brown, editor of the New England Far- 
mer, and, believing it to be a humbug, I planted 
it about the twentieth of May, in hills two feet 
apart, the rows three anda half, manured in 
hills as for Indian corn and no more, on a dry, 
gravelly soil, covering the seed lightly,—for if 
covered too deep the seeds decays. In a few days 
it made its appearance, resembling corn, or more 
like broom-corn, or barn-grass, and would be 
mistaken by the ignorant for that grass, and 
there would be danger of destroying it when 
hoeing. After it had been up about ten days, I 
had it hoed, and treated it all through the sum- 
mer as I treated my corn. When the panicles 
made their appearance, which they did about the 
first of September, I cut them off of alk that 
which I intended for sugar or syrup making, 
while that which was intended for seed was left 
until just before the frosts came, when it was 
cut up and spread ina dry place. Most of the 
seed ripened, though it was planted late, and the 
season was cold and wet, and for weeks in the 
spring and early summer the plants made little 
growth. The cane attained the height of ten 
and a half feet. 


I tried my first experiment with the cane the 
last of September, and found the juice was thin 
and less rich than ata later period. After ex- 
pressing the juice, which is of a light green 
color and nearly as thin as milk, I put it imme- 
diately over a slow fire, without putting any- 
thing into it to clarify it. As it gradually warm- 
ed, I removed the green scum that rose on the 
surface, until it boiled, and there was no further 
need of skimming. I let it boil until four-fifths 
had evaporated, and then turned it off to cool. 








The roault was a yery nice syrup. 


"Machine for Crushing the Cane. 


In the second experiment I took the cane 
about the tenth of October, and expressed the 
juice as before, putting it over a slow fire and 
gradually raising to the boiling point, this time 
putting in a small quantity of lime-water, both 
to aid in purifying and to neutralize the acid 
which the juice contains. This time the juice 
appeared and proved much richer than before. 
The same process of skimming was carried on, 
and I obtained a much larger proportion of 
syrup and of a better quality, such as I have 
described on a former page. Subsequent to this 
I tried another experiment with the juice, and 
proceeded as before, except I boiled it more, and 
then set it away in a strainer to drain; and it 
grained tolerably well, though the sugar was of 
rather dark color. I tried the juice for coloring, 
as I have before said, with indifferent success. In 
addition to this, I used the seed-cane stalks and 
fed to horses, cows, and swine, and they would 
eat it with the greatest avidity, even like shelled 
corn. This ended my experiments with the cane. 


The mill above shown was made at Atlanta, 
Ga., and cost for iron work about $45; and is 
said, by a committee of gentlemen who examined 
it, to be ‘worthy of commendation.’ This 
committee further say, that they ‘have no hesi- 
tation in pronouncing upon the value of the 
Chinese sugar-cane for making syrup.’ With- 
out asking anybody to embark largely in the 
cultivation of this new article, I think it well 
worth a fair trial, ‘and hope that none will be 
ready to write it a humbug until they have 
tested its merits.’ ’’ 





Earty Cart or Lamas. Shepherds having the 
care of flocks, sometimes find it necessary to keep 
the young lambs along a few days witha teaspoon, 
especially in case of early twins; but a better 
substitute is a small bottle with an India Rubber 
stopple drawn over the mouth, such as druggists 
supply for those mothers whose tender infants 
lack a proper supply of natural aliment. A 
bottle thus fixed and filled with warm milk, a 
little diluted, is a great convenient help. I have 
saved many lambs by means of it.

HINTS FOR THE SEASON. 

1. Clean your cellars at some odd time soon. 
Look into your pork and beef tubs, and see that 
all is right. Sort out the bad potatoes and fruit 
from the good. Separate the different varieties, 
if they have mixed in any way. Remove from 
your cellar all decaying matter ; and as soon as 
the weather becomes warm enough, give the cellar 
a thorough airing, and white-wash its walls 
neatly. Do not, however, remove the winter em- 
bankments, till all severe frosts have passed. 


2. Select, if you have not done so, the best 
kinds of seed for sowing and planting ; use your 
best judgment in this matter, or take the advice 
of some competent and disinterested person. Pro- 
vide now, for all you want this spring. A little 
care and expense in this line, will reward you 
well. 

3. Repair your fences, or make new ones, when 
needed ; the frost is out, and the sooner this work 
is done, the better. Make all your permanent 
fences strong and durable ; this is the only mode 
that will pay. 

4. Keep your hogs out of all fields, except 
those you design for their range. Be especially 
careful that they do not get into your clover fields; 
they will do harm enough there in a day, to pay 
for putting up a good many fences. 

5. If your land is sandy, or a heavy turf, you 
may begin to plow, with safety; butif it isclayey, 
and has been plowed recently, wait till it is 
thoroughly dry ; plowing it while wet or damp, 
will make it hard the whole season. 

6. Attend carefully to your ewes; they are, or 
soon will be dropping their lambs. If your 
number is large, a careful hand should be among 
them all the time. See that the lambs are uot 
left in damp, hollow places. Help the ewes that 
need help. Feed them well with a mixture of 
green and dry food, if you have it. Keep cattle 
away from them. 

7. Your hens are laying now grandly; you 
have plenty of eggs; preserve those you don’t 
want for cooking or for setting your hens; 
pack them in salt, with the little ends down, or 
keep them immersed in highly saturated lime- 
water. In either of these ways, eggs may be 
kept for months, if not years. 

8. By the way, if you.have a warm place for 
nests, let two or three hens sit as soon as they 
please. A little care will preserve the brood 
when hatched, and early chickens are delicious 
for the table, in the fall; or the pullets, if kept, 
will lay eggs next summer, if well cared for. 

9. You may do certain work in your garden, as 
soon as the ground is dry enough to work safely. 
Lettuce, onions and early peas may be put in as 
soon as you please. In clay soils, we repeat, never 
stir the soil when damp. Currant bushes may be 
trasplanted, or new cuttings set. Manure may be 
prepared, and that which is well rotted, may be 
spaded in. Mulching may be done, when you 
do not wish to stir the ground for some months. 

10. Do not allow hay or clean straw to be 
wasted ; preserve all that is not needed, for use at 
some future time ; it will perhaps be needed when 
least expected. 

11. When the ground is dry enough, trans- 
plant whatever trees need to be transplanted. 
Do this with the hardiest trees, as soon as you can. 
Take great care in transplahting, to tear the 
roots as little as possible, and todo the work 
well. When you finish setting out a tree, mulch 
the ground well, with some coarse manure; 
this will prevent the effects of drought. When 
you buy trees for transplanting, be sure to get 
the kinds you wish. Nurserymen sometimes make 
loose statements. Deal only with responsible 





and reliable men. [Ohio Farmer.

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THE KALLOOH TRIAL. 

This trial was concluded on Wednesday of last 
week. The jury could notagree. They stood 
8 for acquittal to 4 for conviction, and were 
discharged. It is thought by some of the Boston 
papers that the case will not again reach trial. 
Mr. Kalloch is still under bonds to await the de- 
cision of government with regard to a new trial. 

At a meeting of the Tremont Temple Society, 
of which Mr. Kalloch is pastor, on Friday Even- 
ing, the Boston Journal says :— 


“The subject of the late trial at East Cam- 
bridge was briefly discussed, and a series of re- 
solutions passed with much unanimity, entirely 
exonerating Mr. Kalloch from all suspicion 
of blame, and earnestly inviting him to resume 
his duties in the pulpit at once. The recent 
attempt to convict Mr. Kalloch of the crime 
alleged against him was characterized in strong 
terms of condemnation, and as the expense of 
the defense must have been large, the church 
—_ resolved to defray it out of their own 
und,”’ 


The Journal also states that Mr. K. was ex- 
pected ‘‘to resume his ministerial duties on the 
comifg Sunday and continue them thereafter. 
He was not present at the meeting himself, but 
there seemed to be but one opinion as to his 
entire innocence.”’ 

On Sunday last, Mr. Kalloch conducted the 
services at the Tremont Temple, preaching fore- 
noon and afternoon. Before commencing his 
sermon in the morning, he announced his deter- 
mination of resuming his labors in the ministry, 
and made some further appropriate remarks. The 
audience was very large, and many were unable 
to gain admittance. 


THE STATE PRISON MURDERERS CON- 
VICTED. 

Cater and Mc Gee, the murderers of the War- 
den and Deputy Warden of the Massachusetts 
State Prison, have just had their trials. In both 
eases the defence set up was that of insanity. 
Cater addressed the jury, and attempted to justi- 
fy the deed as one of.self defence. He accused 
the officers of the institution of drugging his 
food, and of brutal treatment since the murder. 
The case went to the jury about 10 o’clock on the 
evening of the 4th inst., and they returned in 
three-quarters of an hour, with a verdict of 
guilty. 

In the case of Me Gee the jury could not 
agree, standing 11 in favor of and 1 against con- 
viction. A second trial was had. The plea of 
insanity did not prevail, and the case went to 
the jury at 9 o’clock Wednesday evening, 8th. 
At 12 o’clock the jury returned with a verdict of 
guilty. 

A motion for sentence, in both cases, 
heard on Saturday last. 

On the opening of the Court, Saturday, the 
prisoners were brought in for sentence. In reply 
to the usual question, Mec Gee replied he had 
nothing to say. Cater read a written speech, re- 
iterating his statements before the jury. The 
Chief Judge, after a feeling and appropriate ad- 
dress to the prisoners, pronounced the sentence 
of the law—that they be severally confined with- 
in Suffolk Jail for the term of one year, and 
afterwards, at such time and place as the Gov- 
ernor and Council may appoint, be hanged by the 
neck until dead !

UNDERDRAIN THE ROADS. 

It is always the case that, in the spring of the 
year, when the frost is going out of the ground, 
there will be many spots where the water settles 
below the surface, remains collected at the bot- 
tom, and forms a ‘‘quagmire.’’ The surface will 
sometimes become dry so as to bear a man, but 
will tremble and shake while he is upon it, by 
the undulation of the water confined beneath, 
which is held there as if it were in a bowl. 
When a team passes over it down go the horses 
and the wheels, from which they often have dif- 
ficulty to get out. 

Such places, especially when the ground is 
sloping can be remedied by underdraining. 
When repairing the roads, dig a ditch sufficient- 
ly deep with leaders running therefrom occasion- 
ally to each side of the road. Then lay in stone 
in such way as to form a drain sufficiently large 
to convey away the ‘water, and the trouble will 
never return as long as the drain remains free. 

The first expense may be considerable, but it 
will be by far the cheapest for a series of years, 
and it should be done in those places where such 
troubles in the road are found almost every 


spring.

The telegraph wire across the 
Kennebec, just above Bath, was broken during 
the gale of the 6th inst., by the blowing down of 
the masts which sustained it. Between Water- 
ville and Bangor the line was broken down in not 








less than fifteen places, by trees blown upon it. 
Communication was restored on Wednesday. 


DESTRUCTIVE -FRESHETS. 

The Kennebec, at this place, which was ‘‘on 
the rise’? when we went to press last week, reach- 
ed its highest point on Wednesday morning, and 
fell off without any material in this 
vicinity. The rain of Thursday night and Friday 
caused a second rise, but not so much as before. 

In other parts of the State, however, and even 
above us on the Kennebec, the people have not 
been so fortunate. We have accounts of heavy 
losses on the Penobscot and Piscataquis rivers, 
especially the latter, a summary of which we 
copy from our contemporaries. 

On the Kennebec, we understand that a por- 
tion of the first pier of the Ticonic bridge, at 
Waterville, on the Winslow side, has been carried 
away. The bridge at Kendall’s Mills is in the 
same condition, and the railroad bridge at Skow- 
hegan is damaged somewhat. Some $5000 
worth of lumber was swept off at Kendall’s 
Mill’s. The dam across the main pitch of the 
falls, at Skowhegan, was carried away. We 
hear reports, also, of damage on the Sandy River. 
The Chronicle state that the bridge at Keith’s 
Mills, and the Whittier bridge were carried 
away, and the intervale roads badly blockaded by 

ice. At Madison Bridge, some thirty or forty 
feet of the main dam across the Kennebec, and 
the bulkhead of the mills were carried away. 
The Barnes sawmill, at Solon, was swept away, 
Wednesday. ! 

The freshet was heavy on the Androscoggin. 
The Lewiston Journal says :— 

‘*Karly Tuesday morning the river began to 
rise rapidly. The ice above the falls piled up 
against the heavy granite piers of the railroad 
bridge, causing the water above to rise rapidly. 
At one time fears were entertained for this struc- 
ture. About noon, Tuesday, this ice jam broke, 
and let the whole body over the falls. Large 
numbers of logs went down the river. The river 
continued to rise till Wednesday morning, when 
it reached a point about 15 feet above highwater 
mark. The river wall, on the west side of the 
river, was covered by water. Large numbers of 
people thronged the bridge and the shores of the 
river, to witness the scene. The water rose so 
high that logs pitching over the upper dam, 
would bounce into the air, and strike the under 
works of the railroad bridge, tearing off some of 
the boards. At noon, Wednesday, the river be- 
gan to fall.” 

The Bangor Courier of the 10th speaks as fol- 
lows of the freshet on the Penobscot :— 

‘A great quantity of iceand logs came down 
yesterday afternoon, and the ice from Sunkhaze 
deadwater carried away the lower railroad bridge 
at Oldtown—(Shore Road.) We understand it 
went by here about sunset last evening—passing 
under Penobscot bridge without injury to the 
latter. . 

One of the middle piers of Veazie’s bridge at 
Oldtown was injured by the ice so as to render it 
advisable not to cross with the train yesterday 
afternoon. 

Apprehensions were felt last evening for the 
safety of the ‘*Corporation’’ Mills, at Veazie. 

The most of the ice had passed Oldtown, and 
there was not much danger of further injury. 

The ice from the Piscataquis river passed this 
city yesterday afternoon. It was interspersed 
with logs and fragments of wrecked mills and 
bridges.” 

The freshet on the Piscataquis was very de- 
structive. The Dover Observer hasa full account, 
from which we take the following :— 

“It was discovered early Tuesday morning 
that the ice on the Piscataquis river was break- 
ing up and a jam of ice forming ata small island 
some half mile above Foxcroft Bridge. It is be- 
lieved the ice in the river never broke up since 
the country was settled when so thick and strong 
as at the present time. The water was flowed 
by the jam several feet above what it would have 
been without this icy impediment, and the flow 
extended up river some miles. The ice barrier 
could not resist this accumulating pressure of 
water long, and about 8 o’clock on Tuesday 
morning it yielded to the resistless force of the 
water. _ 

Such was its velocity and momentum that it 
could not stop to make the short turn which the 
river has a few rods above Foxcroft dam, and fol- 
low the river channel, but rushed directly upon 
the opposite bank, crushed and moved some dis- 
tance the barn of Mr. Joseph Lombard, and in- 

jured considerably the porch of his house, occu- 
pied by Mr. Asa Getchell. Several rods of the 
road in Dover upon the south side of the river 
near Mr. Lombard’s house; is filled four or five 
feet deep with the ice in very large masses. The 
ice crossed the street, anda large mass came 
within a foot of Mr. George Gilman’s house, 
which must have inevitably been crushed and de- 
stroyed by that and the immense masses follow- 
ing it, had not the Foxcroft dam at that moment 
given away and allowed the water to settle back 
to the river channel. This _— of the dam 
probably saved several dwellings and stores from 
speedy demolition. The dam at Foxcroft had 
been standing some fifteen or eighteen years, yet 
was deemed sufficient to stand any flood to which 
the river was subject. At the present stage of 
the river it is not possible to say whether it is 
crushed or carried away, most probably the latter, 
although from appearances it is thought some of 
the bottom pieces r 4 = remain. 

On the west end of the dam is the foundry of 
Messrs. Chandlers & Co. They sustained but 
trifling injury. A short distance below is the 
woolen factory of John G. Mayo & Son. The 
stream end of the factory—the wall on which the 
factory stands was sup when built, to be 
raised above the highwater mark, but when the 
ice came upon the swelling flood it struck the 
building, tore out the sill at the stream end, and 
broke away several feet of each end of the posts. 
In fact, the entire foundation of ten or fifteen feet 
of this end of the factory is torn away. The 
factory of Stephen P. Brown, in Dover, hes sus- 
tained considerable injury—also, the saw mill 
owned by Council Greely. The saw and grist 
mills at Dover Lower Village owned by Dea. 
Joseph Brown, and the new bridge erected at 
that place the past winter, are carried away— 
also the brick hoe and fork factory in Foxcroft, 
owned by Messrs. Willard W. Harris & Co., 
containing considerable stock, tools and valuable 
machinery for carrying on the business. We 
have heard this building and its confénts valued 
at from three to four thousand dollars. The wall 
next the street is all that is leftstanding. Low’s 
bridge at Guilford, is swept away, and we have 
rumors of bridges in other parts of the country 
sharing the same fate. 

Since the above was penned, we learn that the 
Sebec and Atkinson bridge, and the Brownville 
bridge, dam, grist and saw mills, have been 
swept away.” 

The Bangor Courier says that a stage wagon 
and pair of horses, belonging to Bradford's stage 
line, were lost at Guilford by the freshet on 
Wednesday. They were driven into the river 
where one of the bridges had been swept away, 
the driver supposing the bridge to be merely 
overflowed. The passengers and driver got 
ashore with much difficulty. The stage-wagon 
and contents went down the stream. Mr. B. 
says that the toll Bridge at Milo was carried 
away by the freshet, in addition to the damages 
reported yesterday—making five if not six bridges 

lost oh the Piscataquis. 

In addition to the pecuniary loss by the carry- 
ing away of the dams on the Piscataquis, the in- 
terruption of business, at this period, will be 
severely felt. The entire loss on the Piscataquis 
is estimated at $30,000.

AN EXTENSIVE MARINE ENTERPISE. 


Mr. R. D. Bartlett, of this city, is now en- 
gaged in a very extensive enterprise, involving a 
large outlay of money and labor. Having pur-_ 
chased the iron steamship Philadelphia, which | 
was wrecked and sunk a year or more age, near | 
Cape Race, Newfondland, he is now reparing | 
an expedition with the apparatus for raising her. 

For this purpose he has now in construction, 
just below the steamboat wharves, a large steam 
scow. This vessel is built very strong, 1s 100 
feet long, 27 feet wide, 74 feet deep, of 200 tuns| 
burden. On deck she has a spacious cabin capa- 
ble of accommodating a large number of men. 
She has side wheels, and is to be propelled by) 
two double engines, with four 16 inch cylinders, 

in all 200 horse power. The vessel is already | 
near completion, and isa novel specimen of | 
steamboat architecture, being constructed for 
great sustaining power. The engines, shafts, 

&c., have been in hand during the winter at the 
machine shop of Mr. Bartlett on Broad Street, 

are nearly finished, and are excellent specimens 
of workmanship. The boilers are made at Lew- 
iston. ‘This vessel will be ready for launching 
in a few weeks. 

Besides this steam scow there are also to be 
constructed, in the same locality, twenty-five 
caissons, or huge boxes, each thirty feet long, ten 
feet wide, and seven feet deep, in all capable of | 
sustaining a weight of fifteen hundred tuns. | 
These are to be made very strong and are to be 
fitted on their upper surface with windlasses 
and other necessary a for lifting. They 
will be taken in tow y the scow to Cape Race, 
and be used in connection with it for raising the 
sunken ship. The submarine apparatus is in a 
state of forwardness at Boston, and it is expected 
that the expedition will be ready to leave our 
city by the first of June. Fifteen or twenty ex- 
perienced mechanics will accompany the ex- 
_——. and other laborers will be obtained at 
Newfoundland. The whole cost of the ontfit will 
be about $30,000. 

This undertaking is creditable to the enterprise 
and skill of Mr. Bartlett, who has no superior as 
a practical machinist. He is perfectly confident 
of success, and it is to be hoped that he will reap 
the reward due to his energy and genius. The 
wreck of the steamship Philadelphia lies about 
ten miles north of Cape Race, and at low water 
her stern is visible. Mr. Bartlett has visited the 
spot, made all the necessary calculations, and 
has been at work since last December in the pros- 
ecution of the means of effecting his object.

Gen. Pierce. The Washington correspondent 
of the Exeter News Letter says that Gen. Pierce 
has had the good sense to avoid extravagance in 
the Presidential mansion, during his term of office, 
and the consequence is, he retires with one-half 
his four years’ salary in his pocket. 

The Florida War. A letter from ‘‘the seat of 
war,’’ published in a New Orleans journal, says : 
‘‘Gen. Harney went out to the Cypress with forty 
men, and returned on the 20th. His intention 
is to capture the women and children if possible. 
If the Indians are not brought to terms before the 
middle of May, it never can be done. Gen. Harney 
has tried every means that experience and inge- 
nuity can suggest, and we await the results.”” 

The Desjardins Railroad Catastrophe. The 
coroner’s investigation of the terrible railroad 
disaster near Hamilf$n, C. W., has concluded. 
The jury find that the immediate cause of the 
accident was the breaking of the forward axle of 
the engine truck, just before reaching the bridge 
the engine leaving the rail when it struck the 
bridge, the structure gave, way, and the train 
plunged into the canal. 

No Reporters Allowed. The Secretary of the 
Navy has refused the request-of the New York 
Herald, to place reporters on board the Niagara 
and Mississippi during their cruise to lay the 
submarine cable from Ireland to Newfoundland. 
Mr. Toucey says it is against the rule of the de- 
partment to have passengers on board men-of-war. 

Store Ships engaged. The English Admiralty 
have taken up 80 first-class sailing ships for the 
conveyance of stores to China, evidently pro- 
viding for a war of some duration.

WASHINGTON ITEMS. 


Wasutnoton, April 6. Mr. Stanton left to- 
day for Kansas, oto eager oe all his arrange- 
ments. Mr. Walker pared an address to 
the people of Kansas, which will be published as 
soon as Mr. Stanton arrives there, which address 
will foreshadow the policy he intends to pursue. 
Mr. Walker informed me to-day that he should 
leave on the 11th of May to join Mr. Stanton. 
Rodman M. Price of New Jersey, will ea mad 
bly succeed Mr. Forsyth as minister to Mexico. 
The State Department are constantly receiving 
letters from our ministers, consuls, etc., asking 
to be relieved. Mr. Owen, minister resident at 
Naples, desires to return home immediately. 


Wasuincton, April 7. (Herald correspon- 
on) Gen. Cass has just completed a letter to 
Lord Napier, copies of which will also be fur- 
nished to the French and Russian ministers,laying 
down the policy of the Administration upon the 
Chinese difficulties. It contains two pointse— 
first, protection of persons and property of our 
citizens, and second, the extension of our com- 
merce by opening new avenues into that country. 
I understand that Lord Napier is satisfied with 
this arrangement. The administration has deci- 
ded to send increased naval force to the China 
seas. A Commissioner has not - been procured. 
It has been offered to two distinguished gentle- 
men, both of whom, I understand, have declined 
the office. 

The Secretary of State this day completed the 
arrangements with Denmark, through the Dan- 
ish minister for the abolition of the Sound dues. 
The amount we pay is $380,000, while that of 
England is nearly six million of dollars. 


Wasuinoton, April 8. Theadministration has 
completed its arrangements relative to China, and 
William B. Reed, Esq., of Philadelphia, who is 
now here, has been tendered the mission. 

In addition to other vessels, the steamer Min- 
nesota will proceed to china. The order for her 
departure will be issued to-morrow. 

he land officers in Minnesota have been direct- 
ed to continue the withdrawal of lands falling 
within the probable lines of the railroad routes 
established under grants of Congress.

Advices received here from Europe by the late 
steamer state that it is the intention of the Brit- 
ish government to take possession of the island 
of Formosa, off the coast of China. 


Wasnineton, April 9. Orders have been is- 
sued to-day by the Navy Department, for the 
steamers Minnesota and Mississippi, and sloop of- 
war Germantown, to be immediately prepared 
for the East Indies. Their officers are not yet 
designated. The sloop-of-war Cumberland will 
be the flag-ship of the squadron. 

The administration has had under considera- 
tion the subject of the Indian difficulties in Flor- 
ida, and such measures are now in progress as 
lead to the belief that their removal will be peace- 
fully effected. 

Mr. Denver, an ex-Congressman, from Califor- 
nia at present residing in Ohio, has been noti- 
fied of his appointment as Commissioner of In- 
dian affairs. 

It is asserted on good authority that the gene- 
ral question of the appointment of Foreign Min- 
isters will not be considered in the Cabinet for a 
month or two. 


Wasutneoton, April 10. Although the admin- 
istration is not officially informed of the fact, it 
is understood that Hon. Wm. B. Reed has signi- 
fied his acceptance of the China Mission. 

The President has appointed Christopher Car- 
son Agent for the Indians in New Mexico, and 
Sam‘! M. Yost to a similar office in that Territo- 
ry, vice Magers, resigned. 

Henry B. Welsh is appointed Receiver of Pub- 
lic Moneys at Des Moines, Iowa, vice Cassady, 
resigned. 

The presents from the King of Siam to the 
President have been deposited in the State De- 
partment. They include beautifully executed 
swords and spears. 

Ex-Governor Geary returned to this city this 
morning, to close his official business with the 
government. Te has stated to his friends that 
he will be drawn into no newspaper controversy, 
being satisfied that while Governor, he honestly 
and to the best of his abilities discharged his 
duties. He says he will not be responsible for 
publications of reported conversations, many of 
which are contradictory, but is willing to be 
judged by his official acts and the statements by 
himself committed to paper.

seen two encampments of whites on an Island on 
some point where Anderson and Stewart turned 
back, (in 1855,) and that one of the encamp- 
ments particularly was quite fresh, supposed 
to have been abandoned a day or two before 
the Indians saw it, and from the traces thought 
there might have been ten or twelve men. I 
could not hear of the exact locality further 
than that Anderson and Stewart were within a 
very short distance of the places where the traces 
were seen. I hope you have heard more par- 
ticularly about the report.’’

Lord Stratford, and resigned. A temporary suc- 
cessor is appointed. The Commissioners to the 
principalities have all left for their posts. 

The Commission game to inquire into the 
landing of the Polish expedition to Circassia has 
not yet re , but has meantime ordered the 
arrest of Gen. Stein anda Circassian Pacha, Is- 
mail director of the port, for having been active 
in organizing the expedition. Steamer Kangaroo 
on her return brought 85 women and 28 children 
Circassians, and there is little doubt they will be 
sold at Constantinople. The English authorities 
pretended to seize the ship, but proof was want- 
ing. 

A letter from Mehemet Bey, says a landing was 
effected Feb. 23d, at Jaub, where the headquar- 
ters remain. Mehemet brought with him two 
hundred military instructors for different arms. 
He has accepted the supreme command of the 
Circassian forces. Nobles and Deputies have 
sworn obedience, and entrusted him with the 
Prophet's flag, a white sword, with crescent and 
star on green ground. He will take the fiield in 
May. 

Persta. The insurrection has been already 
announced, and the revolt is spreading. The in- 
surgents in Kurdistan have seized the Shah’s un- 
cle and threaten him with death unless he is 
ransomed.

On the 11th 
December two English vessels of war, after hav- 
ing visited the ports of Simoda and Hakodadi, 
appeared before Nagasaki, but were refused ad- 
mission by the Governor. 

The Captains, however, penetrated within the 
-_ and anchored within gun shot of the land 
vutteries, which made no hostile demonstration. 
Next day they repaired, with a numerous escort, 
to the residence of the Mandarin, who refused to 
receive them, but sent word that if they had any 
complaint to make, he would forward their rep- 
resentations to the Imperial Court, and transmit 
to them the reply. The Captains wrote to Jed- 
do, to claim the right of remaining some time at 
Nagasaki, in conformity with the treaty. 

In a fortnight the Emperor’s answer arrived, 
announcing that he had given orders for the three 
ports of Simoda, Hakodadi and Nagasaki, to be 
open to vessels of France, Russia, England, and 
the United States. Such vessels were permitted 
to refit there, to take in provisions, and to trade 
to a certain defined extent; but the crews must 
not go into the interior.

INTERESTING FROM CHINA. 


A letter in the Journal of Commerce dated 
Macao, Jan. 29, says that the Cantonese (Chi- 
nese) compute their losses in houses, go-downs, 
shops, &c., at over 4000 buildings—up to date}; 

in merchandise, and the value of the above 
~ y, they state their losses at 10,000,000 of 
.dollars—which is probably not far from the truth. 
It is fair to suppose the Chinese do not overesti- 
mate the loss in life, when they state it at 70,000 
—of all ages and sexes—the bombardment of the 
city by the English having been kept up for near- 
ly two months. 

ane scheme at Hong Kong affected 
over persons, but it is not ascertained that a 
single person died. The quantity of arsenic was 
too large. 

Since then another attempt has been made, 
but on a much more moderate scale, through poi- 
soned oranges, a quantity of which (about 5000 
in number,) were introduced into the colony. It 
failed however, as too little of the poison had been 
absorbed by the fruit, although two deaths took 
place, and they Chinese. The Chinese have a 
method of poisoning oranges—by piercing them 
in the first instance with minute holes, and then 
placing them over the vapor of the poisonous 
substance, which they then cause thei to inhale. 

Attempts have also been made to fire the set- 
tlement. That the Chinese are subtle enough to 
create some great catastrophe, is well known, but 
how or when, no one can divine. The conse- 
quence is, that the whole community is living in 
a state of complete and most painful anxiety. 

At Macao, all is in the most perfect peace and 
security. The Portuguese, who have held this 
place now more than 300 years, know the Chinese 
people well. Of foreigners, there are about 70 
Americans here, tachating women and children ; 
of English not probably more than 12 or 15 in 
all; of Spanish, French and German, and Euro- 
pean Portuguese, not including the garrison and 
naval force, there may be about ahundred. The 
defenses of the place are several judiciously placed 
forts, all built over 225 years ago, about 300 ar- 
tillerymen, a brig-of-war of 16° guns, and an 
armed lorcha of six.

The text of the 
Sound Dues Treaty is published. By article One 
Denmark engages not to levy any customs, tun- 
nage, lighthouse, or other dues whatsoever, on 
vessels or their cargoes which pass by the belts of 
the Sound; nor to delay or embarrass, in any wa 
whatsoever, such vessels, nor to impose on suc 
of them as may enter or leave Danish ports the 
dues which were formerly paid in the belts of the 
Sound, not to increase the existing taxes in those 


rts. 

e By Article Two, Denmark undertakes to pre- 
serve and maintain, in the best order, all the 
lights, buoys, etc., at the entrance or approaches 
of its ports and harbors, and along its coasts ; al- 
so to maintain the buoys, etc., in the Categat, 
the Sound and the Belts ; likewise to watch over 
the service of pilotage in those waters, and to see 
that the charges for them are moderate. 

Article Three declares that the stipulations of 
the two preceding articles shall come into effect 
on the first of April, 1857. 

Article Four enacts that, in return for these 
concessions, the contracting powers shall pay to 
Denmark 30,570,698 Rix dollars, in specified por- 
tions ; each power, however, being only responsi- 
ble for the payment of its own portion. 

Article Five allows the payment to be made in 
forty half yearly payments. 

Article Six says that the time and place of, and 
other matters respecting such payments shall be 
regulated by especial treaty with Denmark. 

Article Seven provides that the execution of 
the preceding conditions, as regards censtitution- 
al States, is subject to the rules and formalities 
established in such States. 

Lastly, article Eighth—the exchange of the 
ratifications of the treaty shall take place at a 
given date.
